He  was  a clerk  for  Benjamin  Snow, 
later  for  Daniel  Gross,  He  went  to  Boston  in  1845  and  was  a partner  in  the  dry  goods 
firm  of  G.F.  Hovey  & Go.  from  1858  to  1897  when  he  retired  with  an  ample  fortune. 

He  was  a patron  of  the  Fitchburg  Art  Gallery.  Later  the  house  was  occupied  by  John 
Bohla,
